Dear Bill: 


In accordance with our receut conversation, there is eng loved 
a draft Executive ordex which would authorize the award of the Purple 
Heart to civilians in situations act new authorized. The proposed a:mend- 
ment to paragraph 1. of Executive Order 11016 renders that Order applicable 
with respect to all departinents and agencies of the Government. Thus 
situations auch as the receat bombing of our Embassy in Saigon would be 
covered. The addition of an item (f) in paragraph 1. is designed to cover 
situations in which injuries or deaths occur as a result of riots and dis- 
orders at United States installations, such as USIA libraries and others. 
While this latter proposal is not of prime interest to this Agency, it seems 
consistent with the desire to cover persone not serving with the military. 
Te some degree the latter ameadir.ent alters the historical concept of the 
Purple Heart by permitting it t> be awarded in nonmilitary actions. Since 
many of these riots have clear political, cold war overtones, we delieve 
the proposed concept is justified. 


Executive Order 11016, the current Order of the Purple Heart, was 
made retroactive to April 5, 1917. Lassume it would be difficult and perhay = 
impossible for all agencies of the Government to research their activities 
that far back in order to apply che Purple Heart authority. However, it 
would seem the enlarged authority should have some retroactive applicatios 
in particular to cover the Saigon Zmbassy bombing. It might be in order 
to apply the new authority retroactively to the effective date of Executive 
Order 11016, namely, April 25, 1962. 
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I enclose for your reference copies uf lixecutive Order 1)i6 and 
Hmecutive Order 19499 which are the -ecent Executive Orders authorising 
the award of the Purple Heart.

Amending Executive Order 1101€, "Authorizing Award of the Purple Heart" 


WHEREAS General George Washington, at Newburg-on-the 
Hadson, on August 7, 1732, during the War of the Revolution, ismied 
an Order establishing the Honorary Badge of Distinction, otherwipe known 
as the Badge of Military Merit or Decoration of the Purple Heart; ard 

WHEREAS the award of that decoration ceased with the closing of 
the War of the Revolution and was revived on February 22, 1932, ut of 
respect to the memory and military achievements of General George 
Washington, by War Department General Orders No. 3; 

WHEREAS President John F. Kennedy, by Executive Order 1016, 
April 25, 1962 authorized the award of the Purple Heart to any member 
of the military services, and for any civilian serving with an armed force 
of the United States, who is wounded or killed under certain circuwaustances; 

AND WHEREAS it is recognised that there are other instrnces in 
which civillan personnal of the United States are wounded or killed ir: the 
service of their country as a reagult of hostile action.

1) The Board's consideration of an award for service 
involving unusual risks or hardships and (2) If the 
Purple Heart could be awarded retroactively for past 
action in Saigon if the President approves as requested. 


Concerning the first item, the Board has at the 
moment five different views by five different members. 
I believe the eventual consensus may be that they will 
recamend the limitation of the number and kinds of 
awards rather than increasing them for different 
situations. Such an opinion could result in making 
an award, but it would be the Certificate of Merit, 
Certificate of Merit with Distinction or a medal that 
igs now authorized. What it amounts to is Board inter- 
pretation or even a rewrite of the definition of 
present awards to cover various contingencies.

I received your message that the Merits Award 
Board acted favorably upon the award of the Purple 
Heart to Agency employees. As you indicated, the 
Director of Personnel has forwarded a memorandum 
to the DD/S on this subject. That memorandum is 
attached and it proposes to Colonel White a proposed 
memorandum to General Counsel asking that he take 
steps to have Executive Order 11016 amended in 
order that Agency employees might be awarded the 
Purple Heart. 


I gather the Board met quite recently to 
discuss this subject. I believe Colonel White or 
Mr. Bannerman had previously requested Board consi- 
eration of several other questions such as some 
recognition for service involving unusual risks 
or hardship which tHreaten or cause bodily harm 
to the employee and whether the Purple Heart or 
a similar award could be awarded to personnel who 
might have been injured in the past under condi- 
tions similar to the recent Saigon death and 
injuries, etc.

SUBJECT : Honor Awards 


1. This is in response to your memorandum of April 7, 1965, subject 
as above. 


2. The question of establishing a CIA Honor Award to meet conditions 
comparable to those for which the Purple Heart is awarded has been present- 
ed to the Honor and Merit Awards Board. The Board believes that persons so 
injured should receive an award and they are of the opinion that it should 
be the Purple Heart rather than a similer type award established by CIA. 


3. President Kennedy on April 25, 1962 issued Executive Order 31016 
titled “Authorizing Award of the Purple Heart" (copy attached). This: 
Executive Order authorized the Secretaries of the military department's and 
the Secretary of the Treasury (Coast Guard) in the name of the Presitent to 
award the Purple Heart to any civilian national of the United States who is 
wounded while serving under competent authority in any capacity with an armed 
force of a military department. The award to a civilian national is made 
under the same conditions as it is to a member of the armed forces. 


hk, The language of the Executive Order restricts the award to service 
with an armed force of one of the military departments or the Coast Cuard. 
However, it appears clear from the conditions under which the wound nust 
have been received, that such a restriction was not intended. To be eligible © 
for the Purple Heart the wound must have occurred under one of the following 
circumstances: 


a. In an action against an enemy of the United States. 


b. In an action with an opposing armed force of a foreign 
country in which the armed forces of the United States 
are or have been engaged. 


c. While serving with friendly foreign forces engaged in 
an armed conflict against «en opposing armed force in 
which the United States is not a belligerent party. 


d. As the result of an act of any such enemy or opposing 
armed force. 


e. As the result of an act of any hostile foreign force.

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5. The above circumstances clearly encompass many situations in the 
world today. In these places civilian nationals of the United States who 
are also employees of many departments and agencies of the United Stetes 
Government (USIA, AID, State) serve under conditions which would make them 
eligible for the award of the Purple Heart except for the fact that they 
are not serving with one of the military departments.

{. A member of the General Counsel's office has expressed the view 
that a small language change would permit the awarding of the Purple Heart 
to employees of this Agency.
